School budget 
OKd, unhappily 


Few attend final public hearing 


By KEITH EASTHOUSE 


LBANY — One week before 
its deadline, the Board of Edu- 


cation adopted a $7,628,111 


budget for fiscal year 1982-83. 

Receiving no objections to the 
budget during a sparsely attended 
public hearing, the board unani- 
mously gave its approval before the 
Sept. 7 deadline despite serious mis- 
givings. 

“We are not happy with the bud- 
get,” said Superintendent of Schools 
Stephen Goldstone. ‘“We are ex- 
tremely displeased that we received 
no increase in income from the 
state.” 

The Albany Unified School Dis- 
trict will receive from the state this 
fiscal year what it did last — $4,440,- 
590. According to Goldstone, the 
district should have received a 3 ° 
percent cost-of-living increase over 
this figure but didn’t because the 
State Legislature has put a freeze on 
such increases for school districts. 

Goldstone said that before Propo- 
sition 13 was passed in 1978, 60 to 70 
percent of the school district’s money 
came from local property taxes. Since 
then, he said the vast majority of the 
money has come from the state. 

“The State Legislature has become 
a super school board with all the 
power in the world, but none of the 
responsibility to actually operate the 
programs,” Goldstone said. 


Goldstone added, however, that 
some good fiscal policy on the part of 
the district has produced a reserve of 
$170,000 that will make things a little 


.Casier. 


“Due to our attempt to bring in a 
little more income, we are starting 
with a.bit of a reserve,” Goldstone 
said. ‘In general though, we are 
operating on slightly less income than 
last year. It’s the ending balance from 
last year that we’re bringing over to 
this year that’s helping us.” 

Other sources of income for the 
school district besides the state in- 
clude the federal and county govern- 
ment as well as local taxes. 

More than 70 percent of the budget 
is in salaries, according to Gold- 
stone. 

“Employee salaries will not keep 
up with inflation,” he said.

EL CERRITO — An 
ex-sailor who pleaded 
guilty to the “most stupid 
thing I have ever done” — 
holding up an El Cerrito 
bank — will be sentenced 
Sept. 27.

Someone sounded the 
alarm and another teller 
watched Alderson while he 
got into his car. 

When the packet went 
off, Alderson dropped the 
money and ran to a nearby 
alley where he threw his 
jacket and shoes into a 
dumpster and later got rid 
of his pants and T-shirt, 
escaping in cutoff shorts,

The busing cuts, which saved the district $411,000, 
left 1,200 students without transportation. Board members 
said not all of the busing provided last year was urgently 
needed, They asked the staff to report on where condi- 
tions remain hazardous. 

Some said students from Parchester Village are se- 
verely affected by the loss because the neighborhood has 
no school and students have to go long distances and cross 
dangerous streets. 

Parents supporting the restoration of the elementary 
music program said the district should try to provide a 
program with five teachers at a cost of $125,000. The dis- 
trict estimated it would save $247,000 by eliminating the 
program. 

Parent Wes Jensen made an eloquent plea for the 
program, saying, “Can our children and classrooms be 
without a song to sing? It’s like a bird that can’t fly.” 

The parents suggested dipping into the district’s 
$466,308 reserve fund or eliminating flexible scheduling at 
Kennedy High to free up $90,000. By some combination 
the district could come up with the $125,000 needed for a 
barebones music program, they said. 

Parents who spoke up for busing also eyed the reserve 
fund, and some sugggsted that the district insure itself to 


—save on the cost of providing benefits to employees. Offi- 


cials said the benefits are part of employee contracts that 
cannot be changed until negotiations reopen next year. 

Board member Goy Fuller opened up the possibilities 
for saving the busing program by saying he had voted on 
the cuts in the hope that the state would provide additional 
funds and the transportation could be restored. Instead, 
the Legislature gave no increase over last year’s schools 
funding. 

“If children don’t get to school they aren’t going to
